START WORK DISMANTLING 


TURBINE AT POWER PLANT 


Th* first n'eps have been taken at 


tno city oloftric Million to make way 
for the new $125,000 steam turbine 
recently ordered 
by the city and 


whlrh will replace th<» oldest turbine 
In the plant, that which was Installed 
In ItOT In the old Canal street plant 
and which WHI bodily removed to the 
pit-sent bulldinx whi>n It was first 
placed In operation 
The immediate 
operation Is taking down this small 
turbine and removing it from 
the 


power plant in order that the con- 
crete foundation on which it has rest- 
ed may be chiseled away and room 
left for the larger concrete base on 
which tho new powerful engine will 
rest. 


While several enquiries have been 
received conceinmp this Allis Chal- 
mers turbine which is still In Rood 
running 
condition 
thouKli 
partially 
obsolete in view of tho m.iny improve- 
ments in turbine generators devolved 
since 1907, It has not been iold and 
when it has been removed from the 
electric light btation it will be boxed 
up. heavilj greased and stored away 
until the city finds someone willing 
to buy it. 


Superintendent J. C. Brantly ex- 
pects to be busier than usual from 
now until the early Fall by which 
time the new engine will be installed. 
It will be three months before the 
base for the new engine is ready. The 
task of removing the present concrete 
block on which the small turbine 
rests will be no light undertaking for 
it will have to be bioKen upX^Jn or- 
der that flying dust from the opera- 
tion shall not cause damage to the 
bearings of the high speed engines 
the operation will be screened with 
canvass and the dust will be wiped 
out of the building by fans. 


The operation will not be without 
ita ticklish aspects for while the tur- 
bine installed last Summer is suffi- 
ciently large to carry the full load of 
the city at its peak, should any un- 
foreseen 
accident happen to it, it 


would be impossible for the remain- 
Ing power units to carry the load at 
its peak minus the Alhs Chalmers en- 
gine which is about to be dismantled.
